S.R.O. 151.— In exercise of the powers conferred by ihc

The pre- 
sent amendments to the First Schedule to these rules which 
indicate the revised scales for certain posts are accordingly 
being given effect to from the 1st January, 1973, so as to 
extend the benefit of the revised scales from that date.
